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- FCC Highlights 
Bill Grenfell, WAGF 


On August 4, the FCC voted to reallocate 
the 220-222 MHz band to land mobile. 
The Commission did reiterate its con- 
tinued support for the Amateur Service 
and expressed appreciation of its con- 
tributions and accomplishments. It also 
allocated the remaining 3 MHz at 222-225 
to the Amateur Service on an exclusive 
basis. 


Amateurs were advised to "begin an 
orderly transition of on-going operations 
in the 220-222 MHz band to other 
amateur service frequency bands in order 
to avoid an abrupt termination of such 
activities." (See STOP PRESS on page 36) 


ARRL President Larry Price said, "We're 
shocked and disappointed at the Commis- 
sion's action." "The League will continue 
to pursue every available administrative, 
judicial, and legislative remedy to ensure 
that radio amateurs retain access to the 
spectrum they need to serve the public." 
(Sept QST News Flash) 


Responding to a petition (RM-6363) by 
W2FJ to permit phone in the 10.1-10.15 
MHz band claiming it is under utilized, 
ARRL cited a 1980 survey in which 71% 
of the 610 respondents suggested that 
either ALA emissions only, or AlA and 
FIB [teleprinter] emissions only, in the 50 
kHz wide band, should be allowed. Other 
comments were presented by both parties. 
(W5YI Report 07/15/88). 


"Last year, the FCC made aruling that it 
would recognize more than one repeater 
coordinator in the same geographic area 
providing it had the support of the 
amateur community." When a area amateur 
wanted to put a low powered repeater on 
_ the air and got no response from the 
repeater association, a friend notified the 
association he would begin coordinating 
low powered (5 watts or less) repeaters. 
The new repeater operation apparently 
interfered with the operation of a 
repeater many miles away. The older 
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established repeater group maintains that 
the newer machine is illegal since it has 
not been coordinated by the recognized 
coordinator. The area FCC field office 
confirmed that there are instances when 
the Commission recognizes more than one . 
coordinator in an area. "The FCC 
apparently does not want to get involved 
in the dispute." Some amateurs are 
reported saying that when the operators — 
of the new repeater could not get the 
response they liked, they went ahead and 
set up their own one-man rival repeater 
coordinator council. "...in view of the 
circumstances, the FCC will probably 
be summoned to get involved in the 
controversy whether they want to or. 
not." (W5YI Report 07/15/88). 


FCC licensed amateurs planning to 
operate in Canada may do so under an 
automatic reciprocal operating agreement, 
and it is not necessary to file a request 
for such operation. The ARRL advises "It 
is best to carry your original FCC 
license, rather than a photocopy , when 
entering Canada. "Always remember to 
sign your US call sign followed by the 
proper Canadian prefix." (ARRL Letter 
07/13/88). 


For. all FCC amateur "...licenses issued 
with a 10-year term, there is a 2-year 
grace period for renewal." If you still 
have one of the older licenses issued with 
a5 year term,"... you have an FCC-granted 
5-year renewal grace period; the only 
"hitch" is that if you renew after 2 years 
(but before 5 years you will be issued a 
different call sign by the FCC." To renew 
your license, fill out FCC Form 610 and 
mail it to FCC, PO Box 1020, Gettysburg, — 
PA 17326. "ARRL HQ has the Form 610 
available for a SASE with one unit of 
postage with your request." (ARRL Lette 
07/13/88). 


"The Amateur Auxiliary to the FCC's 
Field Operations Bureau still needs. 
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FCC HIGHLIGHTS - Continued 


volunteers to spend a few hours a month- 
monitoring for rules infractions and 
technical problems that cause on-the-air 
difficulties and occasionally provide 
-survey data on overall Part 97 rules 
compliance. "Also needed are amateurs 
who can monitor a wide variety of digital 
emissions." Contact ARRL HQ or appro- 
priate Section Manager for further 
information. (ARRL Letter 07/13/88). 


At a recent luncheon meeting sponsored 
by FCC, a number of topics of interest to 
Amateurs were discussed. Among the 
many items, Private Radio Bureau Chief 
Ralph Haller, N4RH, advised "...there is 
tremendous interest in being a Volunteer 
Examiner...We're most appreciative of the 
tremendous untiring efforts of the VECs 
and VEs. The PRB-3 issue "..is under 
active consideration (and) should have 
a decision made in the near.“future." 
Concerning RFI and the Part 97 rewrite 
(Docket 88-139), he said "I urge you to 
comment in the docket on this. "The 
Commission sometimes has to look at 
what is the effect of the amateur opera- 
tion on the community." "I feel very 
strongly that if you rely only on your 
government to find solutions, you'll get 
solutions you don't like. "I urge you to 
put comments in [on all amateur] dockets. 
"It may well be one comment from one 
person who almost didn't write in, that 
turns the direction of an entire docket 
and rule-making. It is very important that 
you keep up with what the Commission is 
doing, not only in the Amateur Service, 
but also in services that may have some 
kind of relationship with the Amateur 
Radio Service." (ARRL Letter Mest he 
W5YI Report 07/01/88). 


FCC's Amateur Radio Service Rules Part 
97. in loose-leaf form is now available 
from the US Government Printing Office. 
"Order Stock No. 004-000-00468-0. "FCC 
said further ordering information may be 
obtained from the GPO Bookstore at (202) 
783-3238. "Cost is $3.00 each." (W5YI 
Report 07/01/88). 


"The FCC in Gettysburg has instituted a 
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procedure by which volunteer examiners 
listed on Novice applications are con- 
tacted to insure that they indeed did 
participate in a Novice examination." 
.«-FCC writes VEs to get verification 
"whether the certification and signature 
on the enclosed applications is yours." 
Over 600 letters have been sent out 
already." FCC advises that they are 
indeed finding Novices that apparently 
were never tested by the examiners listed 
‘on the application! (W5YI Letter 
07/01/88). 


Wayne Green, W2NSD, Publisher of "73" 
magazine wants to revive the National 
Industry . Advisory Committee (NIAC). 
Green "...has sent a letter to members of 
the amateur radio industry concerning the 
need for forming a..."NIAC. "Green says 
that a previous NIAC was funded by the 
FCC who provided a meeting room and 
support materials, but austerity programs 
finally doomed the group." (W5YI Report 
07/01/88). 


Members of the ARRL Interference 
Reporting System (AIRS) "...spend a large 
amount of their time scouring the bands 
for non-amateur harmful interference to 
the Amateur Radio Service. "Summaries to 
their efforts are sent by ARRL HQ 
monthly to FCC"s Treaty Branch in 
Washington, DC for action." For further 
information on the AIRS program, contact 
ARRL HQ. (ARRL Letter 07/05/88). 


A money-saving procedure adopted by 
FCC of typing Amateur licenses on 
carbon copies already in the mailer has 
sometimes resulted in a license which is 
hard to read. ARRL advises: "If your 
license arrives in 'unreadable' condition, 
simply request a duplicate license from 


the FCC, Box 1020, Gettysburg, PA 17326, 
(ARRL

The FCC no longer deletes the call signs 
of deceased amateur licensees unless their 


cancellation is specifically requested.. 
Since the term of an amateur license is 


now 10 years, plus a two-year grace ©

period, the family of the deceased 
amateur could continue to receive mail, 
based upon FCC records, for that period. 
To avoid this unwanted mail, families can 
send the license, or a letter if the 
license can not be found, to FCC; 
Consumer Affairs Office, Gettysburg, PA 
17325, requesting its cancellation. 


In the latest list of reciprocal countries 
published by the FCC, there are three 
new additions: Antigua and Barbuda, 
Dominica, and Hong Kong. ARRL Letter 
07/05/88). 


The 1988 application of former licensee of 
W3UQW, L. Kaczmarczyk of Mahanoy 
City, PA, for an Advanced Class license 
has been designated for hearing because 
again on three occasions he was heard 
intentionally causing harmful interference 
to radio communications. He surrendered 
his license in 1985 after the FCC started 
license revocation proceedings against him 


- for intentional jamming, transmission of 


music, broadcasting and unidentified 
communications. In a plea bargain 
arrangement, the FCC agreed to accept 
an application from him in one year 
providing there were no violations in the 
interim. (W5YI Report 07/15/88). 


",..par ticipation in other federally licensed 
communication activities such as amateur 
radio is being effectively prohibited in 
entire communities..." reports Dr. Wayne 
Overbeck, N6NB, in a study of restrictive 
covenants in housing developments against 
outside TV antennas. "Whether they 
intend to or not, real estate developers 
are. making communications policy 
decisions. If builders continue to impose 
these restrictions, there will eventually 
be thousands (or more likely millions) of 
people living in neighborhoods or entire 
communities where the traditional rooftop 
television antenna is prohibited. "While it 
is true that the FCC has limited local 
zoning regulation of both amateur 
antennas and‘home satellite dishes, no 
government action has been taken limiting 
covenant regulation. "In their 1985 PRB-1 
Amateur Radio Preemption ruling, FCC 
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said "[covenants are] private contractual 
agreements voluntarily entered into by 
the buyer or tenant when the agreement 


is executed and do not usually concern 


this Commission." (W5YI Report 08/01/88). 


"The National Association of Broadcasters 
Oppose an FCC proposal which would 
deregulate non-licensed Part 15 devices. 
"NAB says it will 
interference to authorized broadcast 
services - particularly in view of the 
anticipated increase in the number of 
these devices. "The FCC says in Docket 
87-389 that it intends to allow low power 
rf devices to operate on virtually any 
frequency (including the amateur bands) 
using any band-width, duty-cycle and 
modulation method." (W5YI Report 
08/01/88).

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American Radio Relay League Report 


By John Swafford - W4HU 


This ARRL Report provides a. brief summary of 
information published in the ARRL LETTER and other 
reports. The LESTER provides timely news of interest to 
active radio amateurs. Any League member may 
subscribe to the ARRL LETTER. 


ARRL BOARD OF DIRECTORS MEETS. 
The ARRL Board of Directors held its 
second 1988 meeting in Hartford, CT on 
July 21-22. Major issues included: 


President Larry Price presented his report 
dealing first with the tireless, multi- 
faceted campaign to retain the entire 
220-225 MHz band. 


In a move to assist in settling repeater 
coordination disputes, the ARRL will! offer 
its good services in arranging binding 
arbitration through the American Arbitra- 
tion Association. Further, the Board 
affirmed its agreement with the specific 
terms of the FCC Report and Order in 
PR Docket 85-22 that states there can 
only be one recognized frequency coor- 
dinator for .a given band and geographical 
area. Accordingly, frequency. coordinators 
in undisputed areas are acknowledged by 
virtue of the. recognition accorded them 
by the entire Amateur community. No 
frequency coordinator will be listed in 
the ARRL Repeater Directory in any area 
where. the existing coordination mech- 
anism is in significant dispute until a 
settlement has. been made. The ARRL 
will also seek an FCC reaffirmation of 
the principles set forth in PR Docket 
85-22 in support of frequency coordina- 
tion efforts. 


The Board adopted a resolution calling 
for ‘spectrum. managers to designate 
specific VHF/UHF A ERUCN Gee for packet 
use. 


ARRL Counsel Chris Imlay was Nigected 
to petition the FCC for a 90-day exten- 
sion for filing comments in PR Docket 
88-139, the proposed Part 97 rewrite of 
the Amateur rules. Counsel was also 
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directed to petition the FCC to amend 
Section 97.87(e) to substitute the sub- 
bands 144.275-144.300 MHz, 
220.300 MHz and 432.300-432.400 MHz for 
automatic beacon operation. Further, the

The .Board voted to begin negotiations 
with appropriate companies for “affinity 
cards," that is, credit cards bearing the 
name and emblem of ARRL, which can be 
offered to ARRL members. One-half of 
the royalties derived from these cards 
are to be allocated to the Defense of 
Amateur Frequencies Fund. 


-The Headquarters staff was directed to 


investigate the costs of implementing a 
toll-free 800 number for purchasing ARRL 
products and for taking out or renewing 
of membership. 


The Hiram Percy Maxim award was given 
to Stacey Garner, KAIWDE; the 1987 
ARRL Instructor of the Year Award went 
to Larry Odoms, K7NUL; the Professional 
Teacher of the Year Award was conferred 
jointly. om Joseph Fairclough, WB2JKJ and 
Carole Perry, WB2MGP; and the 1987 
International Humanitarian Award was 
conferred on the Reverend Michael 
Mullen, WB2GQW. 


The 1987 Technical Excellence Award was 
given to C.J. Michaels, W7XC, for his 
article, "Some Reflections on Vertical 
Antennas." which appeared in July QST. 


In the Operating arena, the Board moved 
to support efforts to include a compet- 
itive Amateur Radio Activity in the 1990 
Goodwill Games in Seattle, and establish- 
ed the principle of an Amateur Awareness 
Day to promote Amateur Radio display 
stations to the public. The Board also 


directed: the Membership Services Com- _ 


mittee to study ways to encourage Novice 
and Technician class use of CW.

The Board voted to hold the 1990 ARRL 
National Convention in Kansas City, MO, 
June 8-10, under the auspices of the PHD 
ARA. 


ARRL ROANOKE DIVISION ELECTIONS. 
Director Gay Milius advised that this 
would be his last meeting, since he would 
not be running for re-election after 
having served eight years on the Board. 
Current Vice Director John Kanode, 
N4MM, will be a candidate for director. 
Claude Feigley, W3ATQ, out-going SM for 
Virginia has also thrown his hat in the 
ring for director. James G. Walker of 
South Carolina has indicated his desire to 
run for Vice Director. 


ARRL FILES COMMENTS ON 
COVENANTS. It is usually not the 
practice of the ARRL to become involved 
in FCC dockets and rulemakings outside 
of the scope of direct interest to 
Amateurs; however, FCC Docket 88-138 is 
an exception. . 


Docket 88-138 is an FCC Inquiry into 
possible adverse effects to viewers when 
cable television companies do not carry 
all of the local broadcast stations. In 
the past, the FCC has tried to require 
cable companies to provide an "A-B 
switch," with which the viewer could 
switch between the cable system and his 
outside antenna to receive local stations 
not on his cable system. 


How does this affect Amateurs? In order 
to receive the broadcast station not 
carried by his cable system, the television 


viewer must normally use an outside 
antenna. The point of the ARRL com- 
ments is that restrictive covenants on 


outside antennas limit the off-the-air 
reception of broadcast television signals 
in the same way they prohibit or serious- 
ly limit Amateur communications. League 
studies show that antenna covenants 
began to proliferate in the early to mid 
1970s, during the heyday of the Citizen's 
Radio Service (CB), when rooftop 
antennas for CB became numerous. 
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Dr Wayne Overbeack, N6NB, ARRL Vice 
Director of the Southwestern Division, 
has conducted research on restrictive 
antenna covenants in new housing 
developments near Los Angeles, Dallas/ 
Ft Worth, and San Francisco. His 
research paper on this subject, presented 
at the 1986 Western Communications 


Educators Conference and published in 


the Winter 1987-88 issue of Mass Comm 
Review is titled, "A Free Marketplace 
Myth: The New 'Must Carry Rule, A/B 
Switches and Deed Restrictions." 


The ARRL's comments cite Overbeck's 
findings and include a copy of his report. 
According to the study, in the Los 
Angeles area "Every single new housing 
development in Orange or Ventura County 
was found to have a deed restricttion 
prohibiting all outdoor antennas. Only in 
the more rural and inexpensive areas was 
there a variation in the pattern.” 


Furthermore, many of the deed restric- 
tions that Overbeack examined contained 


virtually identical language forbidding - 


antennas. This suggests that real estate 
developers have reached a consensus that 
outdoor antennas should be prohibited, 
and that such language has become 
standardized among the law firms who 
draft declarations of covenants for 
builders. 


Not only are new housing developments 
forbidding outside antennas, but more 
ominously, planned communities consisting 
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of multiple developments governed by one — 


master declaration of covenants can 
effectively prohibit outside antennas in 
entire towns! 


In his study, Overbeck points out that 
",..real-estate developers could eventually 
limit the non-cable television viewing 
alternatives for a large percentage of the 
population. In the end, homebuilders, not 
the FCC or even the free marketplace, 
might derermin the fate of the competing 
electronic communication technologies by 
denying some an adequate customer 
base..." (Continued)

Overbeck's study in the Dallas/Ft Worth 
area showed nearly one-half of the 
developments either prohibited outdoor 
antennas altogether or imposed severe 
height restrictions. An additional one- 
third allowed one radio or TV receiving 
antenna per lot. Only rural, large 
acreage subdivisions some distance from 
Dallas had no antenna prohibitions. His 
studies in the San Francisco area (Contra 
Costa County) showed antenna restric- 
tions in 15 of 18 new developments, with 
9 prohibiting antennas altogether, and 5 
requiring architectural contro! board or 
home owner association approval. One 
development allowed outdoor antennas 
until cable television was installed. 


Our comments conclude stating that "the 
proliferation of restrictive covenants 
makes it impossible to cast the issue 
aside by calling them ~ private contractual 
agreements;' there is no alternative. The 
covenants become contracts of adhesion, 
with no reasonable means of accommoda- 
tion for television viewing short of cable 
subscription...the ad hoc regulation of 
interstate communications by covenant is 
so extensive as to require the Commis- 
sion's immediate attention..." ARRL 
comments were filed July &. 


ARRL FILES AGAINST SSB ON 30 
METERS. The ARRL has filed comments 
opposing a petition (RM-6363) filed by 
Anthony Sivo, W2FJ, to permit SSB oper- 
ation in the 30-meter (10.1-10.15 MHz) 
band. In his petition, Sivo contended 
that the band is underutilized because 
phone emissions are not permitted there. 


Our comments took issue with the notion 
that this band is underutilized and said 
that a "great deal of Amateur communi- 
cation is conducted 24 hours per day" in 
this band. We noted that the 30-meter 
band is allocated to the Fixed Service 
outside of the US on a primary basis and 
Amateurs are not allowed to cause 
"harmful interference" to this service. 
Thus "the primary obligation of the 
Amateur Radio Service on this band... is 
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not to load it 'to the full extent possible’ 
as the petition would have it. Rather, 
the obligation is to use it in such a 
manner as to protect against interference 
to on-going fixed station use." 


Sivo noted that some 
countries permit SSB operation on the 
30-meter band. The ARRL responded by 
saying that this was true only because 
most countries do not specify subbands 
for emissions in their Amateur rules; 
"such operation is not in accordance with 
the band plan for the thirty-meter band 
adopted worldwide by the International 
Amateur Radio Union (IARU). The IARU 
band plan is adhered to almost universal - 
ly." 


In his petition, 


The ARRL also cited a 1980 survey in 
which the Amateur community was asked 
what the uses the subdivisions of the 30- 
meter band should be. "Of 610 written © 
comments received at League Headquart- 
ers, 71% of the respondents suggested 
that either A1A... and FIB (telegraphy) 
emissions only in the 50 kHz wide band 
should be allowed." 


Our comments concluded by noting that 
the FCC had expanded HF phone bands in 
1983 and that the 24-MHz band offers a 
60-kHz phone segment. "There is no 
showing, in the instant petition or other- 
wide, that the creation of a telephony 
subband at 30-meters is in any sense 
necessary or desirable. In summary, the 
League believes that the... petition does 
not warrant further Commission consider- 
ation... and requests...(it) be denied."

--- SEARCH IN FAIRFAX --- 


The Fairfax County ARES was activated 
~ this Sunday morning 17 July 1988, to 
assist in the search for a 22 year old 
woman and her 6 month old daughter. 
Mother and daughter were last in contact 
with their family about 1300 Saturday 16 
July, and were reported to be going 
shopping. When neither had been heard 
from by 2200 and because of some 
apparent rifling of certain areas of the 
house, Fairfax County Police were 
notified. Because no clothing was missing 
for the mother or the baby it was 
assumed by the Police that there was a 
chance of foul play. However, there 
_were enough incongruities that the Police 
were unsure. 


About 2310 Saturday night, Fairfax EC 
Joe WB4WZZ received a cal! for assist- 
ance from Jim WD4EKS, a friend and 
neighbor of the family in the Hybla 
Valley area of Fairfax County. After the 
details were given to Joe, he advised Jim 
that the ARES would not be activated 
unless approved by the police. Joe phoned 
the Fairfax County Police Dept., ident- 
ified himself, and told them of the 
request for ARES assistance in searching 
for the mother's vehicle. After some 
confusion was resolved (due to an 
erroneous report that the subjects had 
been found), Joe received acal! from the 
Police District Supervisor. After a brief 
discussion, he indicated that the police 
could use some "eyes and ears" assistance. 
This information came at about midnight. 


While waiting for various calls from the 
police, Joe had pre-contacted KA4NVW, 
KE4TZ and N4QOS., By the time clearance 
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had been received from the P.D., Joe had 
reevaluated the situation and decided 
that, for the safety of the ARES members 
and due to the nature of the disappear- 
ance, it would be better to delay activa- 
tion of a search until daylight. 


About 0130 Sunday morning Joe teamed 
with a neighbor of the family and check- 
ed out the parking lots at her favorite 
shopping centers and hotels in the area. 
WD4EKS stayed with the husband and 
monitored 146.655, which he had gained 
authorization to use for the duration of 
the activity. By 0400 AM they had 
covered all areas with the exception of 
Crystal City and decided to call it quits 
until Monday morning. 


At about 0815 Monday, Joe called Ivan 
KA4NVW and asked him to call ARES 
members, starting with EC's and DEC's 
while Joe went to a site selected as the 
meeting point--a movie theater complex 
two blocks from the subject's home. A 
briefing center and net control station 
were set up in a Winebago supplied by 
WD4EKS. Among those called by Ivan was 
the EC for Montgomery County, Hank 
N3ESR. By using the RACES/ARES Tone 
Alert System All-Call on various repeat- 
ers, Montgomery ARES responded with 12 
hams in less than an hour. By 0940 ARES 
mobiles were on the road checking for 
the missing woman's white BMW. A total 
of 33 hams and 3 representatives of 
Fairfax REACT responded. 


At about noon WD4EKS reported that the 
wife had contacted the husband and was 
ok. The whole incident turned out to be

a domestic problem. The wife called only 
because she heard that many people were 
looking for her and»she did not want to 
be responsible for ruining the day of so 
many people. 


Despite his problems, the husband was 
extremely thankful for the assistance. 
Thanks to all the people who worked to 
insure that the usual ARES stellar 
response was provided. This includes the 
trustees of the 146.655 Mt. Vernon Club 
repeater, the NVFMA for putting up with 
the overflow communications on 146.91, 
and the following participating hams:

mers: 


Locator System for purposes of reporting 
the location of weather conditions. The 
system is being used without modification, 
permitting its implementation at any 
geographical area. 


Basically, the system divides the Earth's 
surface into identifiable grids permitting 
the location of an area as small as two 
minutes and thirty seconds by five min- 
utes with a six character alpha-numeric 
designator. (See QST, January 1083, pgs 
49-51). 
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Public Works Dept., and Police Dept. 
Backup communication with these agencies 
was provided thru a telephone link at the 
NCS. Norm WIHGI, Bill W3WON, Ross 
K3USO, John W3QF, Tom KA3GIJZ, Jon 
NK3D (MARC Public Service Chairman), 
Dave N2BJK Don KA3CTR, and Dick 
WB3AAO assisted in providing communica- 
tions over the 8 kilometer course which 
winded through the west end of Rockville 
from the courthouse area up to 
Montgomery College. 


Despite the last minute change in sched- 
uled radio operations, race officials were 
surprised at the ease and efficiency of 
amateur radio communications. Even for 
critical events, radio operators were able 
to meet the demands of the race 
activities.

Everett Dillard, W3BKO became a Silent Key on June 28 in Titusville,Florida. He was 
well known in the local area as an Amateur and as the former owner of two 
Washington area radio stations, WASH-FM in Washington and WDON, an AM station in 
Wheaton, MD. During the 1940s he headed the Washington-based Continental FV 
Network, .a 52-station affiliate. He was a former president of the Frequency 
Modulation Association and a past president and charter nember of the Association of 
Federal Communications Engineers. He also served on the board of directors of the 
National Association of Broadcasters. In 1983 he received the Radio Pioneers award 
_ for contributions to the industry. Mr. Dillard died of cancer. He was 82. 


Herman Wallin, KA3HTH, was a Ham operator since 1912 and a pioneer member of 
_ SOWP and QCWA. He was born in Russia in 1900 and came to this country as a 
child. He developed an interest in radio at an early age and, at 19, obtained his first 
commercial license. He remained continuously licensed the rest of his life and served 
on a variety of ships, including coastwise as well as foreign voyages. In 1940 he 
joined the Radio Intelligence Division (RID) of the FCC and then became a radio 
_ Monitoring engineer with the CIA where he remained until he retired in 1965. 


Due to apartment antennas restrictions, he had not been active on the air in recent 
years but maintained his interest and listened regulary to the SOWP morning net. 
Wallin was one of the early members of the Capital Area Chapter of SOWP, and a 
member of SOWP, QCWA, VWOA, AWA and the RID Association. He was diagnosed as 
having cancer this past February and passed away July 15.

FCC HIGHLIGHTS - Continued 


With regard to the reallocation of the 220-222 MHz band, some of the factors which 
the FCC took into account in it's decision follow: 


"The Commission had received petitions seeking to implement narrow-band land mobile 
systems in this region of the spectrum. "The petitioners argued that existing 
provisions for narrow-band land mobile systems are severely restricted due to the 
need to protect aginst interference to existing systems. The petitioners maintain that 
a dedicated band of frequencies is necessary for this technology to have a reasonable 
opportunity to gain acceptance in the marketplace." 


"The National Telecommunications and Information Administration also stated that the 
federal government had requirements for narrow-band land mobile systems in this 
band. "At the same time, the Commission was concerned about minimizing the impact 
on amateurs. "The proposal noted that amateur use of this band was considerably 
_ lower than other amateur bands." Gf
